During the last two years steps have been 
taken to grow high yielding variety of 
paddy in an additional area of about 5 lakh 
acres: This variety of paddy has now been 
grown in an area of about 20 lakh acres 
and schemes are under way for its 
extension to more areas. The co-operative 
sector has been strengthened and short 


term agriculture loans are provided to the 
farmers through co-operative institutions. 
During the last year alone agricultural loan 
exceeding Rs. 61 crores has been disbursed 
which is about more than Rs, 25 crores of 
the amount disbursed during its previous 
year. The rate of interest of this type of 
loan has also been reduced. As a result of 
tax concession the prices of chemical 
fertilizers and pesticides have come down. 
But the price of paddy was enhanced 
year for ensuring better Price to the culti- 
vators for their produce. Steps, however, 
have bean taken to see that the retail Price 
of rice and paddy does not unnecessarily go 
up in the open ° market. For Providing 
technical guidance three Zonal Agriculture 
Research Institutes have been set up in the

forest. An obvious solution in most of the 
areas to the critical shortage of fuelwood is 
to grow new plantations. By using exotic 
fast growing species, plantations can produce 
More than 10 to 20 times the annual growth 
of natural forests. One hectare of this 
kind of plantation can support the firewood 
need of 15 to 20 people. In suitable sites 
indigenous fast growing species such as 
gamhar, Kadamb, Sissoo and bamboos can 
be planted to meet the local requirements 
of the people. 


All growth requires a Capital base. As in 
agriculture, land is a Capital base also for 
forestry.

Past experience shows that’ when local 
people are not active participants: in and 
supporters of a project, saplings and © trees 
havea way of disappearing overningt: It 
was felt tht Foresters have . preached at 
the people too much; now it is being realised 
that hey must work through and with the 
people instead. Pushed by: economic 
necessity and pulled by the spread’ of 
egalitarian ideas, the planning strategy 
in foresty has been modified. Every Forest 
Officer from top to bottom has been asked to 
adopt a village, mix with the people and 
motivate them to grow more trees and 
protected trees/forests wherever they exist. 
A scheme for granting rewards to villagers, 
who take up plantation on private and 
community lands with own efforts and 
protect forests in the vicinity of their villages, 
is shortly being introduced in our State. 
There is also a proposal to _protect the 
tribals and_ other weaker sections of the 
society from exploitation by traders who 
purchase trees from private holdings at 
throwaway price. A cadre of “barefoot 
foresters” who will worry less about the 
elgance © silviculture and more about 
welfare of the villagers whose economic 
horizons extend only to the next harvest in 
order 10 ersuade them voluntarily to plant 
trees for the future Is being created with 
proper training in extension methods.

Air which has the life gas oxygen as one 
of its constituents is most essential for 
the continuance of life on ~ earth. The 


vast population on earth consumes huge 


amounts of oxygen daily. However, 
the nature has got its own in-built 
mechanism to replenish the air with 


oxygen through green plants. But because 
of the changed conditions of increasing 
population and. decreasing green cover on 
earth, the natural means are in sufficient 
to put back the desired quantities of 
oxygen into air, The combustion of 
fossil fuels (coal, oil and gas etc.) for 
releasing their stored energy is one of 
the processes causing pollution.

Kshetrapalas are 
invariably found at the entrance of ancient 
temples consecrated to Siva lingas. His 
hand is decorated with serpents entwined 
like braided hair. His eyes are like balls 
and teeth are exposed. He wears a garland 
of heads and a snake adorns his body 
like thread. The present Kshetrapala is 
acommon one both in style in construction. 


It is known from The Archaeological 
survey of Mayurbhanj’ by Late N. N. vasu 
that the village Pedagadi was famous 
for Jhadesvara Mahadeva temple. But 
Nrsimhanatha temple is not in existence 
at present. A new temple of Jhadesvara 
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recently constructed is found in the village. 
It was known for manufacture of eight arms. 


N. N. Vasu has assigned the sculpture of 
Pedagadi to 12th-13th Century A. D, 
But from the iconographical point of view 
the sculptures on still be attributed to an 
earlier date. i. e., 9th Century A. D.

The emperor of 
Magadha, Ashoka caused two special rock 
edicts engraved at Dhauli and Jaugada 
which do not find place anywhere else 
in India and are engraved in place of 
RE-XI-XIIl. The first Kalinga edict has 
been addressed to the chief Executive 
Officer and judicial Officer at Tosal or 
Dhauli. The instructions of Ashoka to 
the Mohamatra of Tosali says that the 
Mahamatras are placed over many thousands 
of men with the object that the king may 


gain the affection of all men. 


Ashoka says in his separate 
ddressed to the Mahamatra 
“| men are my Children. 
Just as, in regard to my own children, 
| desire that they may be provided with 
all kinds of welfare and happiness in this 
world and in the next, the same | desire 
regard to all men. In the adminis- 
stration of justice it sometime happens 
that some persons suffer imprisonment or 
horse treatment. In such cases a person may 
accidentally obtain an order cancelling his 
imprisonment. While = many other persons 
in the same condition continue to suffer 
for a long time. In such a circumstance, 
you should so desire to deal with all of them 
impartially. But an officer fails to act, 
impartially owing to the following disposi- 
tions viz., jealousy, anger cruilty, hastiness, 
want of perseverance, laziness and _ fatigue. 
Therefore, you should desire that these 
dispositions may not be yours. And the 
root of the complete success of an Officer 
lies in the absence of anger and avoidance 
of hastiness. In the matter of administra- 
tion of justice, an Officer does not getup for 
work if he is fatigued, but he has to move, 
walk and advance. Whoever amongst you 
pays attention to this should tell other 
officers. Pay attention to nothing except 
the duties assigned to you by the king. 
The observance of duty will produce great 
result for you and non-observance will 
produce great harm. Observance of duty 
will enable you to atten heaven and also 
discharge the debt you owe to the emperor. 
All should read this record on Tishya conste- 
lation or any other days so that you may be
